The provincial government is 
trying to pin responsibility on the 
toiwn of an Old Age pension due 
Mrs.. Firesak who resided with 
relatives in West Coleman for a 
period of the year and on a Tod 
Creek ranch the balance of the 
year. The matter will be placed 
in the hands at town solicitor 
Bannan. 

Coleman Sports Association 
asked council for a one year’s 
lease of 'the arena. Request was 
granted. Parties now wishing to 
rent the arena must apply to the 
Sports Association executive. 

A very nice letter was received 
from Charles Sartoris, of Blair- 
more, in reply to council’s request 
that he warn his truck drivers to 
tone down their speed through 
town. Accompanying the letter 
was a circular letter which Mr. 
Sartoris had sent all his truck 
drivers. Council authorized that 
similar warning he give(n Mr. 
Drain, of Blairmore, to warn hk 
drivers to use more caution 'when 
driving through town. 

Dr. Liesemer, M.H.O., gave his 
monthly report. There was a gen¬ 
eral cleanrup in progress through¬ 
out town, the two cafes given 
poor sanitary reports had now 
rectified conditions. 

Council are at present negoti¬ 
ating with John Salvador for the 


purchase of his sand dump at 
Carbondale. 

. The secretary reported that 
Tony Lycka is now paying the 
town $25 per month. 

The advertisement of H. Bout- 
hillier asking the provincial gov¬ 
ernment for a lease on a certain 
piece of road allowance was dis¬ 
cussed. Constable Antle was 
asked to investigate and report 
>to the Mayor. 

'Councillor Ford reported! to 
council the action taken by the 
miners’ union regarding the Greek 
Relief campaign. The union was 
soliciting its members for dona¬ 
tions this week and was absorb¬ 
ing the cost of wages to the 
canvassers as well as a small 
item of advertising. The council 
commended the union for its en¬ 
thusiastic support and a letter 
will be sent from the council 
thanking the union for its much 
appreciated co-operation. 

Councillor Aboussafy read the 
1943 estimates. The town will 
budget for $17,000 and it was 
thought unnecessary to raise the 
mill rate which was again set at 
22 mills. The new assessment was 
$7,000 lower than the previous 
assessment. This was due in the 
main to the $13,000 tax exemp¬ 
tions on soldiers’ property. 

The school district sent * in a 
requisition for $50,000. This is 
$3,000 higher than last year. 
Again however it was not found 
necessary to increase the mill 
rate and the rate was struck at 
26 mills.

A 10% discount will be given 
on all current taxes paid on or 
before Wednesday, September 1. 

Town Foreman Malanchuk pre¬ 
sented council with a draft of a 
proposed town garage. The build¬ 
ing would cost in the neighbor¬ 
hood of $2500 and would be built 
on the town lot immediately west 
of the bank. Study will be given 
the garage by the Works and 
Property committee.

Pilot Able To Help Sick Missionary 
In Lonely Arctic 

Edmonton.—Airline officials dis¬ 
closed how the faint crackle of a 
radio distress signal \ barley audible 
through the static of an Arctic sum¬ 
mer night, brought help to a stricken 
missionary in the far north during 
the latter part of April. 

The missionary, Father C. Adam, 
Oblate order priest with a parish 
along the lonely Arctic coast east of 
Coppermine, N.W.T., is now recover¬ 
ing in Fort Resolution hospital after 
being flown there by a Canadian 
Pacific Air Lines rescue plane. 

Pilot Ernie Boffa and his me¬ 
chanic, Thornton Tweed of Edmon¬ 
ton, were on a freighting trip at 
Yellowknife late in April when faint 
distress signals were received telling 
of Father Adam’s illness at Burn¬ 
side Harbor, Arctic outpost on Bath¬ 
urst Inlet, 1,000 miles to the north. 

Loading extra gasoline in their 
eight-passenger Norseman plane, 
Boffa and Tweed took off and had 
Father Adam in hospital at Fort 
Resolution, 150 miles south of Burn¬ 
side Harbor, the next day.

Education In Canada 


THE RECENT MEETINGS of the Canada-Newfoundland Education 
Association, held, in Winnipeg, have brought before the public some of the 
problems connected with education in Canada at this time. Dr. W. P. 
Percival*of Quebec, was the chairman of a committee which made the 
first Dominion-wide survey ever conducted to study the most vital educa¬ 
tional needs of Canada^ and he presented the results of this survey during 
the conference. The main points included in the report were the recom¬ 
mendations that the capital expenses for schools be paid out of special 
funds and the cost of education be doubled; that all children be educated 
until their sixteenth year and that they should attend school during part 
of their seventeenth and eighteenth year; and finally, that the basic salary 
for teachers in Canada should be $1,321 a year, which is the present mini¬ 
mum in British Columbia. 

The report also carried recommendations that in 
Citizenship To the future emphasis should be placed on principles 
n. r»i nlijiiijjwl morality, and that the importance of worthy 
»e cmpnasizea citizenship should be impressed in the schools. It 
also stressed the need for the training of pupils in useful crafts, as well as 
in academic subjects and the report stated that “the time has come when 
the call for more practical subjects has reached the irresistible stage.” The 
war has affected education, as it has almost every aspect of our national! 
life, and it has brought into prominence many problems, some of which 
are being dealt with now, and others which are being studied in connection 
with the Dominion’s plans for reconstruction in the years following the 
war. As in many other branches of public service, it is apparent that edu¬ 
cation in Canada could be developed to more fully meet the needs of the 
present day, and at the Canada-Newfoundland Education Association meet¬ 
ings these matters were studied. 

Educational needs of the country in wartime have 
Wartime Needs been met by special provisions in the schools and 
Have Been Met universities in Canada - The Youth Training Plan, 
nave Deen MeT which has been carried on so effectively in 
the western provinces, has provided training for large numbers of tech¬ 
nicians for the armed forces, munition plants, and other branches of war 
work. A great many men of the Royal Canadian Navy, The Royal Canadian 
Air Force, and the Army are also receiving technical training in Canadian 
universities. There are many questions of finance, of the adjustment of 
salary levels for teachers, of the creation of larger school units, and of a 
broadening of the curriculum, which should be given consideration now by 
all thinking people here. Education is a fundamental factor in the shaping 
of the life of the nation, and as it is improved, many of our present social 
and economic problems will disappear.

Cutworms are present 
gardens almost every year. These 
greyish-brown caterpillars feed at 
night, cutting off transplants and 
icedlings at the ground level. They 
hide in the soil during the day. The 
Division of Entomology, Dominion De¬ 
partment of Agriculture suggests that 
in small gardens, plants can be pro¬ 
tected by wrapping paper loosely 
around the stems or by placing tin 
cans, with top. and bottom removed, 
over the transplants. Be sure that 
the lower end of either protector is 
embedded in the soil. 

In larger gardens, where the area 
to be protected is more extensive, 
poisoned bran bait will have to be 
used. This bait is composed of fivej 
pounds of bran, three ounces of paris 
green and two quarts of water. 

Before transplanting, the bait 
should be sprinkled lightly over the 
garden. This should be done in the 
evening, following a warm day. Two 
applications are recommended at an 
interval of three days. As this bait 
is poisonous it must not be left ex¬ 
posed in containers where it will, be 
available to young children, livestock, 
or birds.

Ottawa. — Signs

At the same time 
best informed sources indicate that 
nothing that Canada has gained in 
the line of livestock and dairy pro¬ 
duction during the war will be en¬ 
dangered in the changing situation 
and in postwar period. 

An erroneous impression has re¬ 
sulted from the recent United Nations 
food conference at Hot Springs, Va.', 
The Regina Leader-Post is informed 
authoritatively. An interpretation 
that Canadian food production should 
rapidly change back to grain pro¬ 
duction from livestock and dairy 
products, in which great wartime 
expansion has occurred, is not war¬ 
ranted by a reading of the final act 
of the food conference. 

The Hot Springs conference, an 
official source said, was a post-war 
! conference, having nothing to do with 
I either food relief in wartime or ex- 
j ceptional civilian and military food 
demands. A conference on wartime 
food relief is expected to be called 
; shortly by President Roosevelt, and 
i its findings may vitally affect Can- 
I ada’s immediate food production 
plans. 

The argument on what types of 
i food should be produced lies between 
1 staple field crops and perishable vita-1 
min foods. The great change in 
Canada in this war has been a shift 
from staple cereals to vitamin foods! 
grown on the hoof. Nothing in sec-j 
i tion 12 of the food conference’s final [ 

I act, which Prime Minister King 
I tabled here recently, is taken officially 
as indicating any immediate changes j 
i in Canadian production, such as a j 
; switch back to cereal grains. 

Two further important factors are 
, ! seen in the wheat situation. Since j 
j the U.S. lifted its wheat restriction 
j last February, by allowing wheat 
farmers to qualify for loans and pay- 
| ments even if they exceed their 
j A.A.A. allotments, U.S. has begun to 
! increase its wheat production. Prob¬ 
able 1943 wheat acreage of 55,000,- 
j 000 may rise to 66,000,000 in 1944. 

The paradox of U.S. policy from 
the Canadian viewpoint is that the 
U.S. is expanding wheat acreage on j

He said Mr. Johnston did not un-1 
derstand the tax laws and asked 
him not to make statements "mis¬ 
leading and dangerously misleading” 
to workmen without looking into the! 
law carefully. “There are enough j 
destructive stories abroad now with¬ 
out having them spread from this | 
House of Commons,” said Mr. Howe. 

Mr. Johnston said if a woman! 
earned $660 a year she paid no tax. j 
If she earned $661 she paid a tax | 
which reduced her income below $660. j 
Mr. Gibson said this was not so. No 
tax reduced an income below the 
exemption level.

T he first of 20 powerful new) 
freight locomotives of the | 
Mikado 2-8-2 class being added by 
the Canadian Pacific Railway 
this year, Engine No. 5417 was 
delivered on March 31 and put 
into immediate service in the all- 
important job of keeping Can¬ 
ada’s war materials rolling on 
schedule. Completion of the con¬ 
tract held by Canadian Locomo¬ 
tive Company in Kingston, Ont., 
will bring to 84 the number of 
new locomotives added by the 
Canadian Pacific since the out¬ 


break of the war, with all of 
them sorely needed to meet busi¬ 
ness demands which in 1942 
showed a 49.8 percent, increase 
over 1939. 

Their construction marking the 
use for the first time of consider¬ 
able Canadian-made boiler shell 
plate, so far as is known, the new 
Mikado-type locomotives also 
have in their makeup Canadian- 
made tender tank plate in quan¬ 
tity for the first time. Before 
, the war these materials came 

4 rom the United States and from 
ingland but the substitutes were 


necessary to avoid delay in deliv¬ 
ery of the locomotives which were 
ordered in January of 1942. 

The first new Mikado-type lo¬ 
comotive is shown here, with a 
close-up of two of its 63-inch 
driving wheels.

Mrs. R. Parry recently attended 
a conference at Calgary of all pro¬ 
vincial civilian recruiting officers. 
Addresses were given by Brigadier 
Harvey, Lieut. Lucille Innes, Capt. 
Betty Lough and others. 

All speakers stressed the point 
that “as a part of the army, wom¬ 
en are helping to win the war; 
and as a part of the army, more 
and more women were needed to 
join the ranks and hasten victory.” 

In her address, Lieut. Innes stat¬ 
ed “this war is pointing more and 
more to the importance of women 
in the world today. Who knows 
where it will lead?—who knows to 
what heights women of the future 
may climb?—spurred on by the ex¬ 
ample of our corps.

Twenty cases of active 
culosis, all adults, and all requiring 
treatment, were discovered by the 
survey clinic in Saskatoon, conducted 
by the Saskatchewan Anti-Tuber¬ 
culosis League. 

Reporting on the survey, Dr. Har¬ 
vey C. Boughton said there were 
probably another 30 “real suspects” 
who were being kept under constant 
check. There are also a large num¬ 
ber of persons who have had tuber- 
inactive, but 


culosis, which is 
who are receiving further observa¬ 
tion. 

In the mass survey the clinic has 
fluorographed 29,850 men, women and 
children, leaving about 10,000 per¬ 
sons unexamined. The survey is be¬ 
ing continued. 

“I think Saskatoon has had the 
most intensive comblng-over any 
community has ever undergone, be¬ 
cause no effort has been spared to 
clear up the slightest suspicion or 
trace of tuberculosis," Doctor Bough- 
ton said. 

Although Saskatchewan has health 
regulations requiring the periodic 
medical examination of persons em¬ 
ployed in restaurants and cafes, they 
have not been enforced in the last 
few years. In the Saskatoon tuber¬ 
culosis survey two cafe employees 
were found to have active disease. 
The clinic is now making a recheck 
of all food handlers. Certificates 
will be given to all food places where 
the employees have all been examined 
and found free of tuberculosis.

Have Furnished United Nation* With 
Information About Enemy Subs 

Important to the war but virtually 
unsung are the navy divers, men 
who proved their value during the 
African campaign. 

They are responsible for getting 
many of the secrets which the United 
Nations have learned about enemy 
submarines. 

Just as soon as a signal, "enemy 
submarine sunk, latitude 111, longi¬ 
tude ...” is received, a naval tender 
steams to the position. A helpieted 
diver goes over the side. 

Later, sometimes as much as two 
hours, he returns to the surface with 
such things as the U-boat’s log and 
secret documents which occasionally 
reveal valuable information. Posses¬ 
sion of a new code book, for instance, 
can mean a chance to intercept enemy 
orders. . 

This latter fact underlines the 
reasons for the navy’s reluctance to 
publicize any submarine “kill” until 
some time after the event. 

During the African campaign sev¬ 
eral cargo ships and transports were 
sunk. British and American navy 
divers were rushed into action, some j 
of them being flown from the United! 
States. They worked day and night I 
recovering drums of fuel, sealed con¬ 
tainers of food and tanks and guns. 
In one case almost an entire cargo j 
of manganese was retrieved.

NATIONAL SELECTIVE SERVICE 


Important Notice 

TO CERTAIN EMPLOYERS 
AND EMPLOYEES 

T o make available for essential employment 
the services of men in classes already de¬ 
signated as callable for Military Training under 
National Selective Service Mobilization Regu¬ 
lations, two Orders were issued during May. 

It is now illegal for any employer to continue 
to employ or to ergnge any man affected by 
these Orders, except under special permit from 
National Selective Service. Employees affected 
must report to the nearest Employment and 
Selective Service Office, and be available for 
transfer to more important work. 

If you as an employer or as an employee, have not 
complied with these Orders, do so immediately. Get 
in touch with the nearest Employment and Selective 
Service Office either personally or by writing. Further 
delay will involve penalties. Compliance with the law 
in wartime is the minimum duty of every citizen. 

The age and marital classes of men covered by these 
Orders are as follows: 

(a) Every man born in any year from 1917 to 
1924 (inclusive) who has reached age 19. 

(b) Every man bom from 1902 to 1916 (inclusive) 
who, at July 15th, 1940, was: (i) unmarried; or (ii) 
divorced or judicially separated; or (iii) a widower 
without child or children. 

(c) Every man born from 1902 to 1916 (inclusive) 
who has, since July 15, 1940, become a widower with¬ 
out child or children now living. 

(d) Every man born from 1902 to 1916 .(inclusive) 
who, since July 15, 1940, has been divorced or judici¬ 
ally separated. 

Men as described above are covered if in any of 
these employments: 

(1) Any occupation in or associated with 
retail stores; 

(2) Taverns or other establishments selling 
liquor, wine or beer; 

(3) Barber shops and beauty parlours; 

(4) Wholesale florists; 

(5) Gasoline-filling and service stations; 

(6) Retail sale of motor vehicles and acces¬ 
sories; 

(7) Any occupation in or directly associated 
with entertainment including but not restricted 
to theatres, film agencies, motion picture com¬ 
panies, clubs, bowling alleys, pool rooms; 

(8) Any occupation in or directly associated 
with dyeing, cleaning and pressing (not includ¬ 
ing laundry work); baths; guide service; shoe 
shining; 

(9) Any occupation in or directly associated 
with the manufacturing of feathers, plumes and 
artificial flowers; chewing gum; wine; lace 
goods; greeting cards; jewelry; 

(10) Any occupation in or directly associated 
with distilling alcohol for beverage; 

(11) Any occupation in or directly associated 
with the factory production of statuary and art 
goods; 

(12) Any occupation in tbfe operation of ice 
cream parlours and soda fountains; 

(13) Any of the following occupations: bus 
boys; charmen and cleaners; custom furriers; m 

dancing teachers; dish washers; domestic serv¬ 
ant; doormen and starters; elevator operator; 
greens keepers; grounds keepers; hotel bell 
boy; porters (other than in railway train ser¬ 
vice); private chauffeurs; taxi driver; waiter. 

If in doubt as to the application of these 
orders, consult the nearest Employment and 
Selective Service Office. But once again ; if you 
have not already complied, do so without further 
delay.
